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ACCOMPLISHMENTS OF 1967 


Retarring of town roads which had been tar surfaced 
in previous years was done in all places where the need 
was indicated. New work was-done on the Lower Cross 
Road to a point near the railroad crossing. 


In accordance with vote of town, guard rail was erected 
at a danger spot near Damariscotta Lake. 


The Belvedere Bridge was replaced by two large cul- 
verts and the dangerous curve at the approach was elim- 
inated. 


Our 1966 Town Report won the award of Excellence in 
the Maine Municipal Association Annual Municipal Report 
Competition. 


Street lighting was improved by the installation of 
three new lights and replacement of one of the older type 
lights. 


Projected for 1968 
Reduction of inventory of town owned property. (Real 
Estate on which tax liens have expired). 


Participation in the campaign to keep Maine scenic. 


Provide more parking area on the shore of Damaris- 
cotta Lake near Muscongus Bay railroad crossing. 


Endeavor to improve general appearance of town by 
reducing number of junk cars and dilapidated buildings. 


SELECTMEN’S COMMENTS 


The following comments and additional information 
are offered on some departmental operations: 
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Welfare 


Expenditures for aid were reasonably close to appro- 
priations with the overexpenditure for A.D.C. offset by 
unexpended balance in regular welfare appropriation. Sur- 
plus commodities have been distributed each month to 
those persons who qualified to receive them. 


Nobleboro Civic Club 


It is moved that the Nobleboro Civic Club establish 
a Trust Fund for the following purposes: for the use of 
the Nobleboro School for care and equipment of the play- 
ground, for providing school functions and any other 
school activities that are deemed advisable by the Trustees. 
The Trustees are to be the Officers and Executive Com- 
mittee of the Civic Club or their successors as long as the 
Club shall be in existence. It should be the duty of the 
Trustees to safe guard, invest and reinvest the Trust 
funds. The funds are to be expended only by a vote of the 
Club. In the event that the Nobleboro Civic Club should 
be disbanded or cease to exist for any cause, said Trust 
Fund shall be continued and the Trustees of said Fund 
shall be the Selectmen, the three members of the School 
Committee and the Town Treasurer of the Town of Noble- 
boro who shall administer the Fund and expend the in- 
come therefrom for the purposes as heretofore stated. 


This agreement was voted at the regular Civic Club 
Meeting on January 29, 1964. 


_ The Civic Club’s profit for the year Feb. 1, 1967 to 
Feb. 1, 1968 was $5,581.50. As you know, this money was 
shared equally with the Fire Company and the Civic Club. 


The Civic Club purchased much needed equipment 
and did considerable painting and repairing around the 
school building and grounds. The good deeds accomplish- 
ed are too numerous to mention. I think the school child- 
ren and the fire company are very fortunate in having 
such a successful organization. 
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In the summer months when our crowds are large, 
we need more help and we certainly hope that more of 
the parents will volunteer to help occasionally. 


I want to thank the officers and the members of the 
Club who have worked so hard to make it a success. 


Financial Standing 
The year just ended showed an increase of approxi- 

mately $3,000.00 cash balance over the preceding year. 
This should make it possible to take $9,000.00 from sur- 
plus to reduce the rate of taxation.

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COMMISSIONER’S COMMENTS 
Winter Maintenance 


Cost of winter roads for the year just ended reached an 
all time high. This was due to more than normal snow fall 
toward the end of the 1966-67 season and to the fact that 
it seemed advisable to stockpile more sand than usual for 
use this winter. This year’s budget shows an increased 
recommendation of $500.00 which could prove adequate 
under favorable conditions. 


Town Roads 


The spring of 1967 found our town roads in below 
average condition which required the expenditure of a 
substantial sum to take care of mud holes. Heavy rainfall 
during the summer season lessened the need for dust 
control but the overall effect was not good on our gravel 
mileage. 


Tarring Town Ways 


After re-tarring where need was evident we expanded 
our mileage of tarred ways by work on the lower cross 
road. We still have considerable mileage in need of tar 
and I believe that we should continue to appropriate 
sufficient funds to enable us to use at least 10,000 gallons 
yearly. 


State Aid Road 


Out State Aid money was expended this year in the 
replacement of the Belvedere Bridge. We were indeed 
fortunate to get this work done under the Bridge Act as 
our cost was only a small part of the total expenditure 
involved. 


Town Road Improvement 


As no work was done at this lever last year, we have 
more than $5,000 available for construction this year.

Town of Nobleboro 
January 1, 1967 to December 31, 1967 


An audit of the financial records of the Town of Noble- 
boro has been completed for the municipal year ended 
December 31, 1967. The audit consisted of an examination 
of the records maintained by the Selectmen and other 
municipal officers. 


The operations of the Town resulted in net unexpend- 
ed balances of $5,835.91 lapsed to unappropriated surplus 
at the year end, per the following summary: 


Departmental Operations 


Unexpended $ 8,998.92 
Overdrafts ( 3,163.01) 
Net balance to surplus $ 5,835.91 


Unappropriated excise tax and Fisheries balances were 
the principal factors contributing to net departmental bal- 
ances lapsed to General fund surplus. 


ASSETS. ... The cash balance of $14,736.94 was on deposit 
in the First National Bank, Damariscotta, Maine at Decem- 
ber 31, 1967. 


Accounts Receivable of $2,875.60 represented reimburs- 
ible charity expenditures due from the State of Maine. 


Taxes Receivable of $6,169.13 included the balance of 
the 1967 assessment in the amount of $5,471.35 and $697.78 
due on prior years assessments dating’back to 1958. 


Tax Liens and Tax Acquired Property amounted to 
$411.50 and $1,897.36 respectively. 


LIABILITIES . . . . Notes payable issued during the 
1965 year amounted to $22,000.00, the proceeds having been 
used for construction of a school addition. Notes amount- 
ing to $3,000.00 were paid off during the year. 
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SURPLUS .. .. Appropriation account balances car- 
ried forward to the ensuing year amounted to an overdraft 
of $113.34 and represented education department balances 
carried forward in compliance with statutory requirements. 


The Unappropriated surplus of the Town amounted to 
$23,126.26 at the year end, an increase of $3,206.64 as com- 
pared with the preceding year. This increase was occasion- 
ed by departmental balances of $5,835.91 less a transfer of 
$3,000.00 from surplus to reduction of the Tax rate. 


TRUST AND SPECIAL FUNDS . ... Trust fund prin- 
cipals totaled $1,376.35 while unexpended income amounted 
to $216.00. These funds are invested in local banks and 
securities. The unexpended income is held in the General 
fund. 


The Special fund amounted to $915.19 at the year end. 
Income to this fund is derived from Civic Club activities 
and is dedicated to equipment for the local fire depart- 
ment. Income in 1967 amounted to $4,272.21 while ex- 
penditures totaled $5,765.50. A new fire truck costing $4,- 
032.38, and equipment was purchased and presented to the 
Town in 1967. 


Included in this report are exhibits and schedules per- 
taining to the financial status of the Town. Audit pro- 
cedures were followed to the extent deemed necessary to 
develop these statements. 


In our opinion, the accompanying balance sheet and 
supporting statements fairly present the financial position 
of the Town at December 31, 1967, and the result of its 
operations for the year then ended.

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SCHOOLS 
To the School Committee, Parents and Citizens of Noble- 
boro: , 


My final report as superintendent of Nobleboro schools 
will be brief. 


The sharp increase in required appropriation to meet 
the expenditures listed in the proposed school budget, 
results from three factors, namely: Increased cost for pro- 
fessional salaries, increased costs for tuition of secondary 
pupils, loss of any balance which might be used to reduce 
the appropriation. 


Increased teacher salaries are mandated by two factors; 
first, a revised State minimum salary law with which the 
town must comply and second, the natural law of supply 
and demand. If Nobleboro is to retain its present staff of 
excellent teachers or secure equally competent replace- 
ments, considerably higher salaries must be paid beyond 
what is presently offered. Total increases budgeted for 
this fiscal year amount to $3,020.00. 


The increase in tuition costs reflects both an increase 
in the number of high school students being educated 
(56 pupils next year vs. 45 pupils this year) plus increase 
in the allowable per pupil charges made by Lincoln Acad- 
emy and Waldoboro High School. These schools, also faced 
with the necessity of paying higher salaries, must adjust 
their tuition accordingly and always within the limitations 
set by the statutes. 


In addition to the above, the 9 year old town owned 
school bus should be replaced with a newer and larger 
model. This will mean the expenditure of an additional 
$6,700.00 which could be borrowed and paid back over a 
period of several years. With over 60,000 miles of service, 
the present vehicle barely meets the requirements for safe, 
comfortable and efficient pupil conveyance. 
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I want to thank the entire school staff, including the 
school lunch personnel, janitor, bus drivers and school 
committee members for the cooperation and courtesy ex- 
tended to me during the past year. Your concern for and 
interest in good education is commendable.

Annual Report of Public Health Nursing Services in 
Nobleboro in the year 1967 


Your public health nurse, a member of the Division of 
Public Health Nursing, rendered direct service to  in- 
dividuals, families, and groups through planned activities. 
Table 1 presents selected nursing activities and the total 
number of times such activities were completed.

Your nurse gave service as the need for direct public 
health nursing care, supervision and consultation were 
made known. Referrals for service were received from in- 
dividuals, families, physicians, and school personnel.

Your nurse assisted the family physician to carry 
through the prescribed regime of care. 


Your nurse planned child health conferences and was 
assisted by your health council. Infants and pre-school age 
children not under the supervision of a family physician 
were invited to attend. Each offered a physical examination 
and any necessary immunizations were administered by 
George Bostwick, M.D. The nurse discussed the health of 
the child with the parents. Children who needed to attend 
a third or fourth Child Health Conference to complete 
their appraisal were invited to the Waldoboro and Dam- 
ariscotta conferences. Transportation was arranged by your 
health council. 


Your nurse gave consultation to school personnel re- 
garding individual students. She co-ordinated the follow- 
ing activities: medical examinations of pupils in grades 
two, five and eight; tuberculosis skin testing of pupils in 
grades one and seven also school personnel; and immuniza- 
tion clinics. George Boswick, M.D. examined the school 
children in the fall and in the spring and administered 
any necessary immunizations as authorized by the child’s 
parents. Alta Ashley, M.D., District Health Officer admin- 
istered and read all Tine tests for tuberculosis screening. 


Selected pre-school age children from your town at- 
tended the new Damariscotta Headstart Center. Your nurse 
co-ordinated the following activities in this program: med- 
ical appraisals, tuberculosis skin testing, immunization 
clinic, and screening tests for vision and hearing. Mary 
J. Tracy, M.D. was the physician who participated in this 
program. 
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Table 3 presents the type of vaccine or toxoid used 
and the number of children by age group who were im- 
munized.
